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By MARGUERITE MITCHELL 
(iairttr Telegraph Staff Writer 
So you're going to Europe this 
summer Well, hold onto your 
knife and fork or you'll starve 
to death. 
I jest, but only slightly, for 
on a visit there five years ago 
I learned to keep my utensils 
in my hands else my waiter 
would remove my plate imme­ 
diately. 
I was traveling with an Eng­ 
lish family The English don t 
let loose their knives and forks 
until their plates are clean This 
is the custom in England, and 
in most of Europe, as they use 
their knives to push fold onto 
their forks, and don t place the 
knife on their plates as we do 
here, but keep it in their hand 
until they have fini>hed eating 
I was forced to adopt 
this 
style or face stavation 
Europeans think we waste a 
lot of time with our eating meth­ 
od. too. they're curious about 
why we eat this way. 
I confessed I didnt know and 
first parried the question 
by 
simply savins 
i t s 
just the 
way we do it 
Finally I was 
obliged to make up a story. 
I explained that in the early 
days of my country, when hos­ 
tile Indians often surprised the 
settlers it was advisable to al­ 
ways keep t*ne hand free 
to 
reach for a gun This seemed to 
satisfy most, some of whom still 
think of us as savages 
In the meat category, you’ll 
discover that Europeans a n d 
British 
butchers don't 
carve 
carcasses the way 
our butch­ 
ers do For instance, the cele­ 
brated English roast; tor joint) 
is not a standing rib 
it is cut 
from the T-bone and porter­ 
house section, with the filet in­ 
tact. 
That s chiefly why it is so de­

England, 
a country that raises superla­ 
tive beef cattle. 
You'll find too that often your

restaurants, 
meals are a la carte, and can 
be divided into as many cours­ 
es as your tummy or pocket- 
book can allow. If you've never 
sampled Dover sole in England.

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this is the recommended fish to 
choose, for it is absolutely the 
best in the world 
The closest we have to this 
epicurean favorite is 
flounder 
as we have no native sole Lem­ 
on sole is equally, or almost. 
as good in England and 
in 
France 
In Europe you'll find many 
braised vegetables we don't or­ 
dinarily eat in this manner in 
America, such as hearts of cel­ 
ery. Belgian endive, and fennel, 
this 
in 
Italy. 
Fennel resem ­ 
bles celery but has a slight an­ 
ise flavor. 
Dining on British Railways of­ 
fers two choices, a buffet limit­ 
ed chiefly to sandwiches, a n d 
the dining car which serves a 
set meal, usually in four cours­ 
es. 
For the latter, you're requir­ 
ed to make reservations as all 
diners are seated promptly at 
a stated time A nimble waiter 
navigates 
the 
aisle, 
ladling 
soup into plates, following this 
with

With the entree there is usual­ 
ly a choice of potatoes, either 
boiled or roasted I peeled and 
baked to a 
delicious brown). 
Both are equally good as Eng­ 
land's soil makes

You'll also find boiled greens 
you perhaps have never tried 
before in this country, such as 
Brussel sprout tops and

tops, both surprisingly good. 
The English don't go in a lot 
for

sauces 
as

French. They allow their meats 
to stand on their own. but do 
serve sauces along side A rath­ 
er interesting one. served with 
chicken, is bread sauce, which 
is worth a try. 
Occasionally the English pour 
a rich 
custard 
sauce

wedges of apple pie. This is 
quite good too. 
France s sauces, particularly 
their white varieties, are be­ 
yond compare. 
The Belgians 
like Madeira sauces on

that it didn t bother m e at all 
once when I learned I’d just 
finished off a horsemeat steak.

I thought as I 
wiped up the last bit of sauce 
with a crusty piece of bread. 
If you're used to our tradi­ 
tional hearty American break­ 
fasts. you may not care for the 
Continental ones They are usu­ 
ally 
hard 
rolls or croissants 
(cold at tim es), jam (always 
good), and coffee, 
black 
or 
white 
The 
English 
serve 
a 
more ample faire, grilled meat 
and fish. eggs, gammon (ham ), 
or bacon 
Europeans 
(and 
Britishers) 
are 
accustomed 
to 
several 
small meals daily. A “ proper” 
tea in England can consist of 
several kinds of sweets, eggs on 
toast, potted shrimps, and the 
like. 
Before retiring, the English 
snack a g a i n , sometimes 
on 
cheese and biscuits, or 
fruit­ 
cake with an almond paste top­ 
ping. and either stout or ale or 
a glass of wine.

Chances are he won t m a k e 
much of a dent getting around 
all the archipelago, but he ll find 
lots of privacy and relaxation 
This popular playground is 
celebrated in many books, songs 
and pictures. None has done it 
better than August Strindberg 
who lived in one of them and 
gave a brilliant description of 
the island life as it was lived 
during the latter part of the last 
century in a book called “The 
People of Hems©.” The loveli­ 
ness and tranquillity describ­ 
ed in the novel are still the 
same though fast motor boats 
have replaced m a n y of the 
sailboats which furrowed the 
waves in Strindberg's days. 


The capital residents have 
had this vacation wonderland to 
themselves for many years. As 
a m atter of fact it is only re­ 
cently that tourists from abroad 
have discovered this gem. Now

Holland’s 
lively 
capital and a world center for 
diamond cutting. 
In this canal city you can 
visit diamond cutting factor­ 
ies to select your sparkling sou­ 
venirs. At the same time, you 
can watch some highly skilled 
craftsmen 
at their work. If 
you do not buy a lovely stone, 
you’ll be permitted to borrow 
a little glamour, for in Amster­ 
dam's 
diamond 
estab I i s h- 
ments, you can try on exotic 
and rare jewels which range in 
color from pale canary to blue- 
white, even if you don't have 
a nickel in your jeans. 
Visitors to Holland find that 
Amesterdam’s diamond workers 
are remarkable sights as they 
go about their tasks. As many as 
600 tourists a day troop in and 
out of the large diamond factor­ 
ies. 
Spectators 
are 
shown 
around by English s p e a k i n g 
guides Tile tour is free. 
Diamond cutting has flour­ 
ished in Holland’s capital city 
for more than four centuries, 
but few people outside the trade 
seem to have any knowledge of 
what goes into the making of a 
beautiful stone. Many people 
are amazed that any one of the 
potential sparklers is so plain 
and ugly in the beginning that 
it virtually offers proof of the old 
statement that beauty is more 
than skin deep. It is the highly 
skilled labor involved in the cut­ 
ting and polishing of t’h e a e 
srange mis-shapen lumps which 
helps to determine the price of 
the stone more than the stone it­ 
self. 
A diamond must be studied 
carefully before it is cut Some 
stones are scrutinized for s i x 
months before a single incision 
can be made. The cutter at work 
has nerves of steel, for it is his 
judgment that will determine 
ultimately the final result . • . 
a properly cut stone to refine 
or a mass of splinters which 
are useless. One whole day is 
spent in polishing even the 
smallest stone so that by the 
time it leaves one of Holland’s 
unique ‘ finishing schools” all of 


the facets are of equal size 
and luster Tins means that a 
“brilliant cut”, or a diamont 
with 58 facets, or a “single cut,” 
a stone which has only 16 fac­ 
ets. might be placed on a pol­ 
ishing wheel over IOO times be­ 
fore the desired sheen is achiev­ 
ed. 
There are almost as many 
facets to diamond buying as 
there are in the extraordinary 
stones themselves. In Amster­ 
dam, 
where diamonds 
are 
bought by collectors, investors, 
and by those who are just shop­ 
ping 
for 
a 
once - in - a- 
lifetime keepsake you'll be ad­ 
vised on your purchase in terms 
of color, cut and beauty. It is 
no wonder that Hollanders can 
hand out such advice, for the 
history of the famous diamonds 
which have been cut or polish­ 
ed in Holland s capital city 
reads almost like a good cloak 
and dagger story. 
The Cullman, believed to the 
world’s largest stone, was sent 
to King Edward VHI as a gift 
from the government of Trans­ 
vaal. It arrived as a dull look­ 
ing lump because it was much 
less expensive to purchase this 
stone in the rough than to buy 
it polished. It took Amsterdam­ 
mer Josef Asscher to bring out 
the beauty of this stone and to 
reveal its over 3,000 carats 
which were more than fit for a 
king. 
The stone was subsequently 
split into various shapes and siz­ 
es and all are part of the Brit­ 
ish crown jewels today. The 
Koh-i-noor, at 106 carats, is sup­ 
posed to be the third largest 
diamond in the world. It was re­ 
fashioned for Queen Victoria by 
two Amsterdam cutters w h o 
were dispatched to London to 
serve Her Majesty. 
Still another, the Orloff, was 
stolen from an Eastern temple 
by a French soldier and later 
plucked from the soldier by a 
sea captain. This 154.5 carat 
stone finally arrived in Amster­ 
dam for polishing and was ul­ 
timately a gift from Prince 
Orloff of Russia to Empress 
Catherine IL 
As you tour diamond cutting 
factories in Amsterdam, you’ll 
see little museums which coo­

The general level of Ute Greek 
cuisine is undistinguished and 
the gourmet would 
no more 
think of going to Greece for the 
food than the opera buff would 
consider going to the Congo. 
Visitors who probably did not 
know what to order or had just 
plain bad luck have condemned 
it with a degree of egaggeration 
bordering on the hysterical On 
the other hand 
it 
has 
been 
grossly overpraised by nation­ 
alists or hellenists. 
A balanced verdict would be 
that it is neither good enough 
to require a special visit or 
had enough to stay away. No 
sensible traveller goes to Greece 
to eat The country has infinite­ 
ly more to offer, but that is 
scarcely the point of this ar­ 
ticle. 
Haute cuisine as known 
in 
Parts. New York and London 
only exists in the de luxe es­ 
tablishments of Athens and is 
not 
particularly 
good. 
One 
searches in vain for regional 
variations, the delicious nuances 
for example which distinguish 
Norman cooking from that of 
Provence, but dining in Mace­ 
donia is no different from din 
mg in the Peloponnese. 
One maddening characteristic 
throughout the country is that 
the dish and the food on it is 
almost invariably cold when it 
arrives at table. 
I have painful memories of a 
meal at the Athens Hilton — 
stone cold suckling pig My host 
protested to the waiter who re­ 
moved it to come hack later 
with a platter so hot he wore 
gloves. The pig was still cold 
The 
specific 
character 
of 
Greek food is impossible to pin 
down with accuracy as it is a 
variant of all Eastern Mediter­ 
ranean dishes. Turkish, Syrian. 
Egyptian. It will probably nev­ 
er he known which dishes are 
truly Greek, what the Turks 
brought with them and what 
came from further east for Per­ 
sia influenced both Byzantium 
and Turkey. 
Tile basis of Greek cooking is 
olive oil and here it is import 
ant to remember the oil must 
be good, for badly refined oil 
can result in extremely unpleas­ 
ant consequences. 
In Mexico 
it s called malada tourista or 
Montezuma's Revenge. Gyppo 
Tummy in Egypt and Baghdad 
Belly in Baghdad. Whatever its 
name and wherever you are. the 
disease is monotonously similar 
and horribly debilitating. 
For this reason the traveler is 
advised to avoid t h e cheaper 
eating places which cannot af­ 
ford good oil. although I never 
followed this sound advice. 
But one of the charms of go­ 
ing to a taverna or small res­ 
taurant is that you are expected 
to invade the kitchen, snuffle 
around, peer into pots, lift lids 
off and let your eye and nose be 
your guide. I would not advise 
this in the Hilton or Grande 
Retagne. However these forays 
into the kitchens of the smaller 
establishments help determine 
which dishes are saturated ih 
oil. 
Generally the meat is of poor 
quality and tough and tasteless 
with two delicious exceptions, 


tain paste copies of the Cullman 
and the Koh-i-noor and smaller 
stones, including those which 
have to be examined under a 
microscope to really be appre­ 
ciated. Any one of them can 
make you wish that you had an 
inheritance to fall back upon, 
but you don't have to buy a 
thing in a Dutch diamond cut­ 
ting factory. All you really need 
to spend is some time and you’ll 
have one of the r ic h e st exper­ 
iences of your life. 


the lamb and suckling pig They 
are best when roasted wiwle 
over charcoal, but lamb is only 
available in spring and Hie pig 
in the fall At any time of year 
however iamb cutlets are on 
the menu and one of the wisest 
things to order when in doubt.

drenched in olive oil It is only 
for the strongest digestions 
Fish is a staple diet on the 
islands and around the coast, 
but the Greeks are so meticu­ 
lous about the fresh n ess of their 
seafood that you hardly 
ever 
find it inland Csually it is eat­ 
en as a main course for outside 
a very few hotels, Greece knows 
nothing of the table d hole lunch 
or dinner 
The prawns and lobsters are 
excellent and generally served 
boiled and accom pan ted with a 
simple sauce of oil and leman 
juice Octopus and squid an ac­ 
quired taste for most Anglo- 
Saxons. are frequently stewed 
in wine I've tried them several 
times, not only in Greece, hut 
I'm still not sure I like them 
They have an interesting and 
individual flavor with a texture 
somewhat akin to soft leather 
Young cuttlefish when crisp­ 
ly fried, kalamarakia, is very 
go<*d indeed, as is the sword 
fish grilled on skewers with to­ 
mato. onion and bayleaf be 
tween the morsels 
There is a small, curious shell­ 
fish which I once ate at the 
Piraeus, the port of Athens I 
never did learn the name of it 
but it tasted something like a 
clam, and then the second one 
was more like an oyster, but it 
was tiny and delicious "Die only 
disadvantage to some of us is 
that it is eaten alive, and still 
moving, though you must watch 
closely to see it stir in its shell 
lf it is motionless the Greeks 
say it’s had and refuse to touch 
it. 
In season salad* of auber­ 
gines. pumpkins, beam and oth­ 
er vegetables are plentiful. Dan­ 
delions and other wild and biter 
mountain leaves which are boil­ 
ed and served cold with oil and 
lemon. 
Mention must be made of the 
marvelous olives, 
particularly 
the oval olive from Delphi and 
the pointed one from Kalama- 
ta They are among the fleshi­ 
est. most succulent and best I 
have ever bitten into. 
The favorite aperitif is ouzo. 
a spirit strongly flavored with 
aniseed and 
not 
unlike 
the 
French pernod In the provinces 
it is generally served in tiny 
thimblefuls, but they are more 
generous in the towns where 
you get a larger shot. Most peo­ 
ple prefer to add water which 
clouds it. 


The Greeks make a very good 
beer put out by the Fix Com­ 
pany, the founder of which was 
an Austrian called Fuchs but 
for those who prefer wine with 
their meals Greece offers a be­ 
wildering variety, some good. 
others so-so and the remainder 
downright appalling 
The most characterism i* the 
resinated wine. retsina 
which 
embraces an entire group This 
is a white wine, generally dry. 
mixed with resin and an inheri­ 
tance from the ancients It may 
take a little time to become ac­ 
customed to it but t*nce the pal­ 
ate accepts this new 
flavor 
retsina is excellent 
It comes 
both bottled or. as in the tav­ 
ernas. on draught. 
For those who prefer unrc'- 
inated wine there is a host to 
choose 
from 
A 
particularly 
good, dry white one called Mi­ 
nos comes from Crete The very 
dark and very sweet wines of 
Corfu or Paros should he giv­ 
en a wide berth unless you are 
enamourtsl of things sweet. In 
that 
case 
you 
wtwld 
enjoy 
“sweet of the spoon.” glyko tou 
koutalio, a spoonful of syrupy 
jam usually served with coffee. 
Brandy, 
if you 
take what 
passes for that most noble li­ 
queur in the average provincial 
taverna, may easily taste like 
hair oil and smell Uke cheap 
scent, however there is (.'amba 
and Metaxa. both reasonably 
giiod through a trifle sweet In 
Athens for another 15 cents or 
so you can drink French brandy 
Of course there are those vvao 
prefer water and as far as I 
know the water in Greece is 
perfectly safe though I sampled 
little of it In Athens it is heav­ 
ily chlorinated and sufficiently 
nasty to make anyone, apart 
from a confirmed non - drink­ 
er. fly to the retsina bottle. 
I did drink water from the 
famous Castalian Spring in Del­ 
phi hut for more literary rea­ 
sons that anything so simple as 
mere thirst. Delphi was the 
holiest place in ancient Greece 
and “the navel of the world.’ 
Hie Castalian Spring was be­ 
lieved to have purifying quali­ 
ties 
and an essential prelim- 
mary for the pilgrim before he 
visited the oracle. I drank as 
millions of tourists have drank 
before me although I had no ap­ 
pointment with the priestess All 
I can report is that the water 
was clear, pure and achingly 
cold. 
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HEADS HIGH IN HOLLAND — “Gapers” (pronounced 
“ha-purse” ) are the names for the strange heads which 
hang above many Dutch pharmacies. TTioy've been around 
hundreds of years. It is supposed that their yawning 
m ouths, which contain bright red tongues, signified good 
health in early days. Old gapers are so valuable that they 
are protected by law against onlookers who might want to 
set some heads rolling in the city streets of Holland.

From the visitor s viewpoint, 
Guatemala has just about ev­ 
erything — mountain scenery 
of rare beauty, towering volcan­ 
oes and highland lakes, colorful 
Indians, the grandeur of Span­ 
ish colonial days, year - round 
springlike weather and flowers 
everywhere 
Add such man made tangibles 
as excellent hotels and tour ac­ 
commodations. 
then 
an 
in­ 
tangible something that makes 
one feel as though he is a guest 
rather than a tourist and you 
have Guatemala 
Everything begins at Guate­ 
mala City. easily reached by 
Pan American Airway’s j e t s 
from U. S. gateways — Miami, 
New Orleans. Houston. Los An­ 
geles and San Francisco. 
A capita! of 400.000 people. 
Guatemala City sits on a 5.000- 
foot plateau that is surrounded 
by mountains There are good 
restaurants and inexpensive food 
but little nightlife. Neverthe­ 
less dancing to a marimba band 
can be fun 
The Central Market near the 
cathedral, is one of the most 
delightful rn Central America. 
Here there are products of na­ 
tive craftsmen — bandi oomed 
cotton fabrics in many forms 
and colors 
tablecloths, wool 
blankets from the highlands, 
gtaxed pottery, leather goods 
and mahogany products. There 
are flower stalls where calla 
lilies or rosts sell for 50 cents 
a dozen and vegetable stands at­ 
tended by’ Indian women. 
One of the favored trips to 
Guatemala City leads to Anti­ 
qua, Lake Atitlan and Chichi- 
castenango. The trip may be 
made by tour limousine or sta­ 
tion wagon or by regular bus 
transportation. 
Antigua. 25 miles w est af 


Guatemala City. was once a 
metropolis rich in culture and 
beauty. For over two centuries. 
it was headquarters for the 
Spanish rule which extendi d 
north into southern Mexico and 
south to Panama It s population 
reached 80.000 and. in tile ex­ 
citement of the social, polit­ 
ical. religious and artistic life, 
it ranked with Mexico City and 
Lima Peru as a center of Span­ 
ish culture in tile western hem­ 
isphere. 
Today one may tour the re 
mains of colonial monuments, 
churches, 
monasteries 
and 
convents, ruined by disasters 
which befell tile city and which 
were climaxed by the earth - 
quake of 1773. Within blocks of 
the flower-covered colonial re­ 
mains are coffee fincas and two 
hotels. 
The 
trip 
to Antigua also 
should include visits to the tex­ 
tile ’ factories” where Indians 
weave wonderfully gay patterns 
into cloth. 
Unless there are plans to re­ 
main in Antigua, the trip into 
the highlands continues a f t e r 
lunch. Ones first tfre atilt ak­ 
ing view of Lake Atitlan comes 
from the highway a couple of 
thousand feet above the 5.000- 
foot high lake. The road t h e n 
circles around the lake to Ute 
village of Panajachel, where two 
excellent hotels are located. One 
of them rises from the lake, 
a great body of water into which 
three volcanoes dangle t h e i r 
feet. 
No visit to Atitlan is complete 
without a motor launch trip to 
the several Indian villages that 
ring the lake's 85-mile shoreline. 
Each village has its own per­ 
sonality and the Indians at each 
dress in different costumes. 
From the lake to Chichicaste- 
nango is a one and one-half 
bour drive. The trip is timed 
from Guatemala so that one ar­ 
rives on Wednesday or Saturday 
to overnight in one of the hotels 
at Chichi, or either to arrive 
in Chichi at IO in the morning 


on Thursday or Sunday when 
the market is at its busiest. 
On market day thousands of 
Indians are on the roads hours 
before dawn. trotting fast with 
tiny rapid steps and carrying 
loads twice their own weight to 
the market 
Chichicastenango was settled 
by Maya-Quiohe Indians, w h o 
fled to the highlands before the 
advancing 
Spaniards. 
Later 
Spanish churchmen dressed the 
inhabitants of Chichi in black 
embroidered jackets, red head­ 
dresses sashes and knickers — 
costumes they still wear. 
The market is an all day op­ 
eration. but only tourists a n d 
itinerant venders buy early — 
the former because they know 
no better and the latter be­ 
cause they buy to sell again in 
markets of distant villages and 
must be on their way. The 
lime to close all bargains is the 
last hour of the market. 
A fixed price is unknown for 
life would be dull if one knew 
in advance what a trader would 
sell for and what the customer 
would pay. Instead, everyone 
must bargain and the best cus­ 
tomer is the one who bargains 
expertly. Handloomed textiles 
and carved wooden products are 
market specialities. 
The market is on a plaza in 
front of Santo Tomas church, 
built by the Dominicans in 1540 
Throughout the day, the Indians 
kneel on the steps of the church 
praying individually and through 
local grand visors to their an­ 
cestral pagan deities, burning 
candles and incense. The local 
witch doctor frames his client's 
prayers and tells him where 
to place the candles. 
Together 
they 
make 
t h e 
rounds of the chapels, placing 
flower petals and pine needles 
— colors matching prayers: yel­ 
low for crops, green for eternal 
lite, pink for riches and white 
for health. They pray, too, be­ 
fore the crucifix and bum can­ 
dles to the Christian God and 
Saints.

Travel Light When You Go, but Go if You Can

A few years ago. a trip abroad 
was considered a luxury to be 
enjoyed only by the rich and 
frustrated 
young 
American 
writers and painters who were 
willing to starve to stay there. 
Such a trip took time and mon- 
e> and tile average American. 
in most cases, had neither and 
could only dream about seeing 
the wonders of ' The Old Coun­ 
try ’ 
But times have changed and 
today, more and more Ameri­ 
can'; are finding both the time 
and tin' money, as well as the 
courage to face the hypodermic 
needles and passport photos of 
thenrselves, for that trip to Eu­ 
rope 
In fact the Atlantic Ocean has 
practically tie en reduced to a 
mere channel over which thou­ 
sands of persons are ferried 
every day. winter and summer, 
spring anil fall 
A jet plane from New York 
can land you in bondon almost 
before you've finished watching 
tho double - feature or sipping 
tho double martini the airlines 
offer 
And when you’re in Europe, 
what do you do? Where do you 
g o ” What do you see* 
Tile answer, even if you know 
exactly what you want to see 
and do is til head for the near­ 


est travel agency. Certainly, 
they're out to make a buck, just 
like everybody else, but they 
can also save you a few dol­ 
lars on that trip and make sure 
that you get to see and do what 
you want. 
Some people of course, can’t 
stand the idea of a packaged 
tour and the rush and hubbub 
that goes with it, but for those 
with a limited amount of time 
and a box full of film for his 
camera, tins is the best way 
to go. 
For instance, one three-week 
package tour will take you 
through ll countries. On your 
own, the first time in Europe, 
you might tie fortunate enough 
to see ll cities. 
There are those who disagree 
of course, but generally speak­ 
ing these people are not first 
timers on the European conti­ 
nent They have spent weeks, 
maytie months, touring on their 
own and they know the coun­ 
tryside and its people almost 
as well as they know tile Uni­ 
ted States. 
Tile packaged tours usually 
cost anywhere between $600 and 
$1,000 and vary in length and 
stopover 
countries. You 
can 
easily work <nit your itinerary 
w ith an experienced travel agent 
and find at the end of the tour 
that you have seen more than 
you ever dreamed you would . 
After you have planned where 
you are going, the next ques­ 


tion is: 
What do I take along? 
As little as possible, is the 
best answer. Experienced trav­ 
elers find that the less luggage 
you tote along, the better off 
you are. 
Though Madame would prefer 
to take along her entire closet 
and then some, she’ll find that 
a simple basic wardrobe will 
be more than adequate for her 
trip. A cocktail dress or two, 
if she plans to see some of the 
European nightlife, some skirts, 
blouses, sweaters and slacks will 
serve her well. 
As for the man of the house, 
well, he gets along anyway with 
a couple of pairs of slacks, a 
sport jacket and a suit. 
lf you're planning to head for 
England, we’re told, it s best 
to take along a good raincoat, 
preferably one with a zip-in lin­ 
ing. 
Personal items* Nothing is 
going to stop milady from tak­ 
ing along lier favorite cosmetics 
and jewelry, but forget soaps 
and toothpaste and things like 
that. You can pick those items 
up anywhere in Europe, con­ 
trary to some reports, and it will 
save you both space and weight 
in your luggage. 
The same holds true for the 
man of the family. 
One thing though: experts ad­ 
vise that if you plan to take 
a lot of pictures on your trip, 
buy the film in this country and 
wait until you get back to have 


the pictures developed. Both 
the film and die technique used 
in processing it is more refined 
here than in some places on 
the continent 
How are you going to get 
where you are going? 
lf you still have a bit of the 
romantic in you and you have 
the time, a crossing by ship is 
ideal and probably the best way 
to go. though some people will 
disagree. 
But if you're anxious to get 
there and get started looking 
around, a jet is the answer. 
One major airline will have 258 
planes flying across the Atlantic 
each week during the summer 
— that’s 36.000 people a week’ 
And if you have the time but 
not all the money you would like 
to have, you can always work 
your way across, if you can 
find a ship willing to take you 
on for the trip. 
In Europe itself, 
you can 
chose practically any mode of 
travel — planes, 
bus. trains, 
auto, bicycle or walking 
Generally speaking, you need 
not be afraid to eat. or even 
drink water, in most European 
countries — of course, it s al­ 
ways advisable to be a little 
careful in some places that are 
too far out of the way — your 
stomach may not be up to the 
spices or the manner of prepar­ 
ing the food. 
Cab drivers in Europe are Uke 
cab drivers in tse United States. 


They seem to be one of the few 
universal professions 
in 
the 
world that think alike, act alike 
and drive alike. 
Of course, you don’t have to go 
to Europe on your trip abroad, 
There are more places than 
England. 
France, 
Italy 
and 
Germany. 
Russia has thrown open its 
doors to the traveler and many 
people have visited this country 
that once was blocked with an 
iron curtain. Greenland is open 
to travelers as well as Austra­ 
lia. New Zealand and Africa, 
Ttn n there are the islands, and 
we don’t mean the Hawaiian 
Islands. There 
are countless 
places in the Pacific you can 
visit 
South America, Central Amer­ 
ica and Mexico have their doors 
wide open for the traveler seek­ 
ing the splendor of Latin nights 
and tropical splendor. 
Canada always has its bord­ 
e r open for the man or woman 
who wants to see that part of the 
North American continent. 
In fact, about the only places 
you can’t go in this world are 
Cuba. Red China and the North 
and South poles — though you 
can probably visit the latter if 
you chose only don’t expect the 
comforts of home 
In short, the world is waiting 
for you and it won’t mind if 
you’re a little late or too an­ 
xious But it promises not to 
bore you.

"Hie university’s 8.000 stu­ 
dents take over the town from 
the 80.000 residents and make 
Walpurgis Night primarily a fes­ 
tival for and by students, past 
and present 
Alumni from all 
over Sweden and university men 
from all parts of the world ar­ 
rive to help out and offer moral 
assistance. 
The celebration officially op­ 
ens with the “White Cap Cere­ 
mony,” outside “Carolina Red- 
iviva,” the university library. 
The atmosphere is gay and al­ 
most carnival - like, with bal­ 
loon 
vendors 
selling 
t h e i r 


bright 
multi - colored wares 
everywhere. Thousands of stu­ 
dents gather before the front of 
the building, and the university 
president delivers a s p e e c h 
which traditionally ends with: 
“Students, 
three cheers for 
Spring!” 
It is exactly the stroke of three 
as the cheers rend the air. and 
at the same moment the white, 
cockaded student caps, which 
have been packed away all 
winter, are waved 
feverishly

bombs go off. and the crowd

“The Intellectual Face of Swed­ 
en.” a milestone study, recent­ 
ly published, on the nation's ed­ 
ucational and cultural life, lik­ 
ens the "run” to a "spring flood 
of some boisterous river which 
has burst through a dam. All 
inhibitions are now thrown off 
and spring fever rages.” 
No one seems to recall when 
this particular tradition started 
at Vie 488-year-old university 
or why. Local wags laughingly 
suggest, "they’re trying to see 
who gets a drink first.” 
Shortly after sunset, the ban­ 
ners of the "student nations”— 
clubs 
somewhat 
similar 
to 
American 
fraternities — are 
brought to the top of Uppsala 
Castle Hile Hill in a torch­ 
light parade of professors, stu­ 
dents and alumni. They a 11 
stand in the moonlight, and when 
the old Gunilla Bell atop the me­ 
dieval castle ramparts t o l l s 
nine. Spring is saluted with a 
speech and songs. 
There is no sleep for the stu­ 
dents in Uppsala that night. Par­ 
ties and dances go on at all the 
"nations” until sunrise. 
Uppsala is indeed a center of 
learning 
where scholars 
are 
deeply involved in the human­ 
ities. in medicine and the sci­ 
ences. 
producing 
upcoming 
leaders for Sweden and th e 
world — but even the most 
staid and sedate of universities 
welcomes an occasion to "blow 
off some steam.” Thus. Uppsala 
welcomes April 30th, Valborgs- 
massoafton — and then steps 
back in character.

It seem s to be the concensus 
of the culture buying public that 
the growth of Colorado Springs 
will continue at a steady pace. 
hut perhaps even m ore rapidly 
than has been forecast As a re­ 
sult, the audience? will not only 
maintain the present levels, but 
will grow. 
This, in turn, guarantees the 


c«>ntinuat)on of 
cultural 
pro­ 


gram s, for where there are peo­ 
ple. there also are participants 
in cultural activities and a buy­ 
ing public. It is a phenomenon 
not 
confined 
to 
Colorado 
Springs, but one which can be 
M-en throughout the nation. 
But the development of cul­ 


tural activities brings up anoth 
cr 
problem: 
With 
cultural 


groups literally “ bursting at the 
seam s,” does the 
city 
have 
proper and sufficient physical 
facilities to house these

gram s? 


\nd inevitably the question is: 
No. 


Each of the Important cultur 
a1 groups needs better and big­ 
ger physical facilities — not un­ 
ix in thinking of the future, but 
even from the standpoint 
of 
their present program s, to m en­ 
tion only three groups:

The Opera Association is ex 
panding. as it has steadily and 
strongly since its formation in 
1959 The budget h as risen from 
$3. 
in that year, to over $20 ; 
OOO this season, and the pros­ 
pects are for even greater ex­ 
pansion for the sim ple reason 
that it has helped to develop an 
ever growing opera public. The 
opera, thus, not only “ could” 
use 
better 
facilities 
than 
a 


' barn-like” auditorium, but ac 
tually needs an 
opera 
house 


specifically designed, accousti- 
eally and otherwise for opera 
and vocal productions. 


The Symphony should probab­ 


ly require an auditorium with a 
seating capacity of over 1,000 
persons, which would not only 
accommodate those who parti­ 
cipate in the symphony 
con­ 


certs as patrons, but also to ex­ 
pand the support base for the 
Symphony. 
The Civic Players should need 


a playhouse which is intimate 
enough for play productions and 
the spoken words, but 
which 


also should be tailored to the 
specific requirem ents of a real 
playhouse in other respects as 
well. 
An Opera House, in turn, has 


the other two in quite import­ 
ant respects, for to an opera, in 
addition to seating capacity, ac 
roust»cs is of prime, perhaps, 
overriding importance, tailored 
for m axim um accoustical effi­ 
ciency in regard to the sing­ 
ing voice; in addition to the 
operatic stage, so that the sing 
ers have as close an impact 
on the listeners a s possible 
On the surface, to present the 
idea that each one of these 3 
vital and important cultural or 
ganziations need their own spe­ 
cial physical plant m ay sound 
somewhat ambitious 
And ye*, 
this is the pattern which is fi­ 
nally 
developing 
not 
o n l y 
throughout 
the 
nation. 
but 
throughout the world The a r­ 
tists and the audiences 
have 
discovered at last that a hodge­ 
podge physical plant, such as a 
city auditorium, for instance, is 
not only a poor compromise, 
but actually kills whatever cul­ 
tural productions are attempt 
ed in such barn like structures 
To the question whether 
a 
city like Colorado Springs can 
“ afford” three uniquely differ­ 
ent physical plants for its cul­ 
tural activities, 
the 
answer, 
therefore, 
would 
be 
that the 
re-idcnts can afford such phy­ 
sical plants, because they are 
the 
ones 
who 
through ticket 
bm ing and through other sup­ 
port. do support them. 
It is rather curious that a 
church, for instance, with 
an 
annual budget of some $20 GOO 
or $30 CUO thinks it entirely nor­ 
mal to build a sanctuary Oth­ 
er organizations with 
similar. 
or even greater budgets, 
are 
quite cautious about entertain­ 
ing ideas of a suitable physical 
plant for their organization And 
yet there need to be no reason 
why such “ brainstorm s * need 
to remain in the realm of wish­ 
ful thinking 
lf it can be done 
by a church with fifty or a hun 
dred m em bers, or a budget of 
$20,000 or $30,000. it certainly 
can be done by other groups in 
sim ilar budget categories 
There may be a feeling which 
is unexpressed, but which per 
haps persists, that churches are 
more “ solid ' than a cultural 
organization Two of t h e men 
t: 'nod 
groups, 
the 
Sympho­ 
ny and the Civic Players, are 
solid and strong entities in the 
life of the city. and the Opera 
Association, since its formal or­ 
ganization in 15k>9. bas 
shown 
a phenomenal growth and w i­ 
ld achievement, not only 
with 
|H*rformances, but also in com ­ 
munity participation, and bud­ 
get wise as well. 
Another question, of course, 
i< alw ays: But it can t be done 
in Colorado Springs 
The fact 
is that Colorado Springs, which 
alw ays has had a “ cultural” 
reputation, and which has de­ 
veloped a strong, home grown 
base for cultural events, prob­ 
ably can achieve goals such as 
these better than many other 
cities in the nation 
And 
this 
would serve not only the com­ 
munity. but would also serve 
as a focal point of cultural at­ 
traction to visitors and prestige- 
w ise throughout the country. 


We have been given the fig­ 
ures that the Air Academy has 
three 
million visitors annual­ 
ly Are we to believe that it is 
sufficient to have these visitors 
see the few scenic sights, and 
then leave without having got­ 
ten to know anything else about 
Colorado Springs? Is there any 
reason at all to think that, for 
instance, 
expanded 
cultural 


projects in the summertime (in 
addition to the winter season; 
could not retain many of these 
three million visitors, and thus 
not only familiarize them with 
Colorado Springs as a cultural 
“ center,” but also have 
t h e 


city benefit from their longer 
stay here? 
It stands to reason that un­ 


less the visitors can find some­ 


thing “ solid.” such a s a suita­ 
ble theater, auditorium and op­ 
era house, or a “ cultural cen­ 
ter for the perform s rung arts,” 
in which these items may 
be 


housed and still satisfy their 
unique requirements, then the 
city can have little hope of “ en­ 
tertaining some of the three 
million visitors for a greater 
length of time. and the visitors 
will remain “ flitting tourists. 
The facts of life are that the 


American public is not satis­ 
fied with second-rate and m ake­ 
shift auditoriums or theatres, 
but demands the full treatment 
— for which it is willing to pay 
generously, even a s it is willing 
to pay for professionalism 
in 


all of the areas of culture. 
Lastly com es the inevitable 
question: All this is good and 
fine and m akes good sense, but 
who in heavens would be will­ 
ing to pay for such develop­ 
ments? 
The answer to Ihis is probab­ 
ly the simplest of all 
It is a 
fact that these cultural groups 
are already strongly supported 
by 
the 
citizens 
No 
doubt, 
stronger support is always hop­ 
ed fi»r. but the kind of support 
which they already receive can­ 
not by any m eans be cli'Mussed 
as picayune And if the culture- 
supporting public can be pre­ 
sented w ith the vision of bigger 
A better things to come, there 
should be little dtvubt that t ven­ 
ia lly the base of support would 
widen, expand, and be enrich 
ed to a significant degree And 
this not only because of

The Buddy Werner Memorial 
Races two weekends ago at Vail 
were. in many ways, more than 
a little discouraging for the Am­ 
ericans and their coach. Bob 
Beattie. After feeling that we 
had an excellent chance to over­ 
take the Austrian and French 
National Ski Teams with a good 
performance, we saw our hopes 
fall apart when the best we 
could do was a tie for first by 
Jean Saubert with the French 
Flash. Marlette Goitschel 
What Beattie has been telling 
everyone all along, however, still 
holds true. We’re only beginning 
to reach a point where we can 
even approach the Europeans, 
and the reasons for this are 
easy to understand. 
We’ve only been working on 
a serious 
ski program in the 
United States for about f our 
years, and even less if you count 
the starting point from the time 
Beattie took over. In skiing, as 
in any sport, initial progress 
is extremely rapid, but the bet­ 
ter one becomes, the harder it 
is to improve. Those of you who 
are beginning skiers should re­ 
cognize this right away. When 
you first betook yourself out to 
a slope and locked yourself into 
those unweildy gadgets called 
skis, it probably only took you 
a few runs to gain a rudimen­ 
tary understanding of what was 
involved, and from there as lit­ 
tle as four or five weekends to 
learn how to parallel . . . less, 
for those with excellent coori- 
nation. 
After parallel, however, you 
reach a plateau from which it 
just doesn t seem you improve 
at all. no matter how hard or 
how often you practice No mat­ 
ter how hard you try. those 
dam skis just won t get any 
closer together, or one ski seems 
to have a mind of its own. and 
always asserts itself right in 
the middle of a turn. 
Then one day you find your­ 
self pushing off from the top of 
the hill and dipsy-doodling all 
the way down like you were 
bom on skis. I have the feeling 
our skiers have reached one of 
those plateaus, and uncomfort­ 
able though it may be, that pla­ 
teau is just a very slight notch 
below the best the Europeans 
have to offer. 
When you think about 
it. 
however, our progress to this 
point has been amazing. We’re 
competing, on almost e q u a l 
terms, with the best skiers, in 
the world, the French and the 
Austrians. Contrary to what you 
may have read about the meet 
at Vail. I t h i n k we s h o u l d 
be very pleased with how we 
performed. 
If 
the 
Russians 
could have improved as much in 
Basketball during the past four 
years as we have in skiing, 
they would have beaten our 
socks off at the Olympics. Bill 
Bradley aside. That’s easily ex­ 
plained. too, because for tens 
of 
thousands 
of 
American 
youngsters, picking up a basket­ 
ball and putting it through a 
hoop is practically second nat­ 
ure. It’s frightening to think of 
what a pro basketball t e a m 
would to to the Russian team. 
The same goes for the Canad­ 
ians and hockey. Can you imag­ 
ine what a front line composed 
of Gordy Howe, Bobby Hull, and 
Andy Bathgate would do to any 
other country’s hockey team? 
Especially arith a goalie- like 


Glenn Hall. Roger Crozier, or 
Jacques 
Plante in the net? 
Brrrrr. 
Well then, why is everyone so 
upset that we didn't walk away 
with the team c h a m p i o n ­ 
ship at Vail? We’re competing 
against countries whose nation­ 
al sport is skiing, and their ski 
teams are looked up to like Mic­ 
key Mantle and company are 
here. It’s little wonder that 
they’re better than we are. 
When you realize that the 
Goitschel sisters started skiing 
when they were three and four 
years old, you begin to g e t 
some idea of what’s involved in 
being the best. Buddy Werner, 
the man to whom the races were 
dedicated, did well against the 
Europeans because in addition 
to being a marvelous skier he 
w as also absolutely fearless on 
skis. 
You only get that way by do­ 
ing something so often that no 
matter what happens, you know 
you’ve been in a similar situa­ 
tion before and you'll be able 
to handle it. And when I say 
you know. I don t mean you 
consciously say to yourself, "let 
me see now, last week at Crest­ 
ed Butte I went over a mogul 
like this, now how did I do 
that?" Competition skiing is far 
too rapid for anything so crude 
as that. I mean that you've done 
it so often before that you've 
gotten yourself up to and over 
that mogul before it even reg­ 
isters on your mind that it w as 
there in the first place. 
I ll admit that much of this 
lies in the realm of natural re­ 
flex. but much of it lies also 
rn the attitude you have. To get 
back to W’emer and his fear­ 
lessness again, when a racer 
can stand at the top of a hill 
waiting for his turn, and not 
only not worry about falling, but 
not even have it in his head 
t h a t the possibility of a fall 
exists, he’s an awfully long way 
towards being the winner. 
There's not a doubt in my 
mind that well be as good as 
anybody someday, but I think 
I d be a little more cautious 
about just when that someday 
will 
arrive. 
Most 
assuredly, 
however, it won’t be more than 
12 years from now, because a 
few weekends ago at Vail I 
was making one of my usual 
hit or miss runs down the hill 
when a covey of youngsters 
whose combined age wouldn't 
have matched my own flashed 
by me in perfect tuck position 
for fast downhill running, hell­ 
bent for the bottom to go up and 
do it again. I tell you folks, a 
bagful of gold medals isn't any 
farther away than those kid s 
18th birthdays.

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R4DIO OPERA .VOTES. . . By Jim Olm 
Madame Butterfly Flopped 
When It W as First G iven 


‘A tadam s Butterfly," one of 
Puccini's moat popular operas 
was also one of the greatest 
flops in operatic history when 
it was first given at Milan's 
Scala on Feb. 17, IKM 
From the moment the curtain 
rose the audience whistled. boo- 
ed and scream ed its derision, 
and never stopped until after 
the death of Butterfly, the end 
of the opera, when an even nois­ 
ier furor exploded if such were 
possible 
ll is tot agoing to speculate 
why one of Puccini's best loved 
works should have created such 
a storm of animosity. There 
were some present at the per­ 
formance 
who 
suspected 
the 
work of a claque m ade up of 
tnose who resented the Maes­ 
tro s past successes. 
One 
contemporary 
witness 
wrote acidly, "the performance 
given in the pit {the auditor­ 
ium! seems to have been as 
well organized as that on the 
stage, since it too began punc­ 
tually with the beginning of the 
opera." 
The same writer also wrote 
that the audience appeared to be 
absolutely delighted with itself 
after its exhibition of bad m an­ 
ners. "Never were so m a n y 
cheerful and satisfied faces to 
be seen leaving the th e a tre " 
We shall never know if a 
claque was responsible, but cer 
ta inly there are features in the 
opera which could not have fail­ 
ed to antagonise a Milanese aud­ 
ience of 190S. 
It was Puccini’s fifth opera 
'Alation 
Lescaut" 
“T osca" 
and Bbbeme" were behind him 
and at the premiere of "B utter­ 
fly'' the audience thought they 
recognized a passage in the op­ 
ening similar to "Boheme" and 
immediately felt cheated 
The 
Milan audience at the time de­ 
manded that everything be ut­ 
terly new though still tradition 
a1. 
More important, the Maestro 
composed the work in two acts, 
subsequently this was altered, 
and it was in these two acts 
that his usually infallible dra­ 
matic instinct for once faltered 
In addition to the strikingly 
disporportion between the length 
of the two a d s, the second last­ 
ed one and a half hours The 
Italians love opera and never 
tire telling the world they in 
vented it, nevertheless they are 
not like the Germans, prepared 
to sit happily through 90 minutes 
of uninterrupted music, no m at­ 
ter how melodic. 
Another possible reason for 
* Butterfly's" initial failure was 
the flouting of theatrical and 
musical traditions. 
A 1905 Italian audience did not 
expect and did not want to see 
singers appear in content pora r> 
dress. It simply did not square 
with their romantic notions 
It was this very romantic idea 
that 
prevented 
the 
audience 
from seeing anything even faint 
ly ridiculous when Butterfly's 
son, called Little Trouble, is seat­ 
ed on-stage, blindfolded with an 
American flag in his hand while 
his mother stabs herself 
According to Puccini’s stage 
directions she then drags her­ 
self towards die boy, embraces 
him and falls dead at his feet 


* 
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Today's audiences may be no 
more discriminating than tho«e 
at the turn of the century but 
they are perhaps more sophis­ 
ticated and possess a keener 
sense of the ridiculous 
If the Butterfly is a poor act­ 
ress. this »'ene can cause at 
best em barrassm ent or at wurst 
em barassed 
titters 
So 
most 
modern directors wisely evade 
the issue and have Little Trimble 
off stage during this final epi­ 
sode. 


Tne writer feels that a more 
serious defect in the opera is 
the juxtaposition of authentic 
Japanese melodies and the no­ 
torious passage which quotes the 
Star Spangled Banner ' Puc­ 
cini studied Japanese m u s i c 
which he used throughout the 
opera. These two disparate ele 
ments along with the traditional 
musical idiom which is purely 
Italian 
seem 
not 
quite 
to 
achieve homogemety. 
Puccini was to come back to 
this problem in his next opera. 
The Girl of the Golden West” 
but was much more successful 
when he blended American folk 
songs into the score of the first 
act. 


“ Madama Butterfly" is a: its 
very worst when it is picture 
post card Japaneses, and a: its 
best when it is good old Italian 
sweeping lyricism as in one of 
the most famous areas in all 
opera.

more than three months after 
the fiasco in Milan.
